GEORGIA OFFICES PROVIDED FOR. 


How the Georgia Members Stand on the Sill- 
cott Stealage—Mr. Kennedy Makes an 
Ass of Himself Again, 


Wasnrxnaton, January 14.—[Special.]— 
fom Jolinson’s nomination as collector at 
Savannah was sent to the senate today. It 
was even a surprise to the Georgia republicans 
that it should have been sent in so soon, 
althouch they knew they. had snowed Doyle 
ander. This appointment ends the Georgia 
offices vacant at present, and those that will 
be vacated within the next few weeks. Con- 
sequentiy, Captain W. W. Brown will leave 
for New York tomorrow, and Walter Johnson 
Jeft for Atlanta tonight. 

. THE SILCOTT MATTER, 

Today’s discussion in the house over the 
question as to whether or not a bill should be 
passed appropriating $75,000 to reimbursé the 
members for their salaries stolen, 
by Silcott developed the fact that 
the bill is very apt to pass. How- 
ever, Mr.. Hemphill’s suggestion that the 
whole matter be referred to the court of claims 
has many advocates. There are very few 
members who are not of the opinionn that the 
government is responsible, and should re- 
imburse them, but there are many who have 
mot the moral courage to face their con- 
gtituents asking for re-election § after 
havirg cast such a vote. It is 
too easy, they say for deinagogical opponents 
to characterize it as a salary grab, and the 
average constituent will readily believe it, and 
will listen to no argument showing Silcott to 
have been a disbursing officer. However, 
while there are many who will vote against, 
and many who will refuse to vote at all, on the 

rounds that a judge has no right to decide 
his own case, there are a number of demccrats 
who wil! vote for it, and with the large major- 
ity of republicans, it is believed the bill will 
go through. 

THE GEORGIA MEMBERS. 

Mr. Blount, having madé a speech in favor 
of the appropriation, will, of course, vote for 
it 


Mr. Turner will, perhaps, vote against it. 
Judge Stewart will not vote on the grounds 
that he should not decide his own case. Major 
Barnes is sick and cannot be present to vote. 
Judge Crisp will, probably, favor Mr. Hemp- 
hill’s plans. Other Georgia members have 
given no evidence as to how they will vote. 

KENNEDY AGAIN. 

That man Kennedy, from Ohio, of course, 
had to make an ass of himself during the Sil- 
cott discussion today. He is the same who 
Judge Crisp denounced last year, and pro- 
nounced to be a liar, in a contested election 
case discussion. Today, during the speech of 
Mr. Hemphill, of South Carolina, 
Kennedy wanted to know if the 
democrats didn’t have a: tip to draw their 
money before Silcott got, off, but Mr. Adams, 
of Massachusetts, the republican chairman of 
the investigating committee, immediately re- 
plied that nosuch thing was ever heard of be- 
fore, and could not be true. This completely 
sqvelched the Ohio ass, who retired to the 
cloak room in great haste amid hisses. 

PLUMB TALKED TO. 

There was a discussion in the senate this 
afterncon, which for denunciatory epithets 
and senatorial discourtesy, has not been 
equalled since the memorable day when Sen- 
ator Voorhees denounced Senator Ingalls as a 
liar anda dirty dog. It was between Call, of 
Florida and Plumb, of Kansas. The Florida 
swamp land grants were under discussion, and 
Plumb wanted to equal his colleague, Ingalls, 
in the use of denunciatory personalities. He 
accused Call of having been in the habit of 
impugning senators either covertly or openly, 
and he had been inclined not to reply, but 
to convict him of falsehood. He _ ac- 
cused Call of impugning the honesty 
of the people of his own state and said he 
didn’t care how much the dirty linen of Fior- 
ida was washed here, but Call was too cow- 
ardly to make similar statements at home. In 
his reply Senator Call said the Kansan has 
spoken without truth—-he had uttered false- 
hoods and untruths. He denounced Plumb as 
a “‘boodler’’ and said it was disreputable to the 
senate to have such a man as chairman ofa 
committee. Plumb did not reply, but it is 
rumored toninht that he will demand personal 
satisfaction. This is, however, improbable, as 
Plumb has the repttation of being any thing 
but a fighter. Call, however, would accom- 
modate him. : 
THE ILLINOIS SENATORS AND THE WREs!- 

: DENT. 

The old fight between the Illinois senators 
and the president broke out afresh today, 
with ten-fold fury, and both of them prophesy 
tonight that Harrison will goto that famous 
summer resort to which that other distin- 
guished Illinoisian, Colonel Ingersoll, has de- 
voted so much attention. The cause of their 
wrath is the appointment of Colonel John M. 
Clark as collector of'customs at Chicago. 
William Penn Nixon, of the Chicago Ihter- 
Ocean, and James Campbell were candidates, 
but, after the famous row last fall, both sena- 
tors and all the congressmen united on Camp- 
bell. In November it was understood that, 
when the case came up for final settlement, 
the senators were to be consuljed. The presi- 
dent tacitly’ acknowledged this agree- 
ment at an interview with Ab- 
ner Taylor last Friday. The senators 
and representatives could hardly believe the 
testimony of theirown eyes when they saw 
Clark’s name in the list of nominations today. 
He hadn’t a scrap of paper on file, and his 
name liad not been heard of in connection with 
the place. After some research today, the 
senators discovered that Clark was appointed 
solely at the request of George M. Pullman, 
the palace car company man. Both Cullom 
and Farwell say that his nomination will 
never be confirmed, and if it is, they threaten 
to resign. E. W. B 


ALL ABOUT THEIR PAY. 


The House Busy With the! Defalcation of 
Silcott. 

WASHINGTON, January 14.—Mr. McKinley, of 
Ohio, from the committee on ways and means, 
reported back the bill to simplify the laws in re- 
lation to the colleetion of revenue. It was _ or- 
ciered printed and recommitted, and Mr. McKin- 
ley stated that he hoped to callit up during the 
present week. 

Mr. Perkins of Kansas, moved that the house go 
into committee of the whole for consideration of 
the bill to provide for town site entries of lands 
in Oklahoma. This was antagonized by Mr. 
Adams, of Illinois, who wished the house to con- 
sider the Silcott matter and the motion was de- 
feated—65 to 97. 

Mr. Bland, of{Missouri, demanded tellers, de- 
claring that a matterinvolving the interests of 
100,000 people should be considered prior to ene 
which involved only the individual interests of 
members. 

The friends of the Oklahoma bill were again 
defeated—96 to 108—and Mr. Adams called up the 
Silcott report, accompanied by a bill appropriat- 
ing $75,000 to re-emburse members for losses in- 
curred through the Silcott defaication 

THE SERGEANT-AT-ARMS’ DUTY. 

Mr. Adams argued in favor of the bill, holding 
that the sergeant-at-arms was a public officer, 
charged first by custom and afterwards hy the 
sanction of law, with the duty of disbursing the 
salaries of members. He referred to a defalca- 
tion which occurred in the twenty-second con- 
gress,and called attention to the fact that the house 
at that time voted to reimburse the members outof 
the contingent fund. The real question presenting 
itself now was nota question of technical right 
or technical wrong. It was a question whether the 
members were in some way to blame for si 
their receipts; whether the government ha 
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old member felt himself to blame, his only course 
was to vote for the Nigh POL ge and afterwards 
determine between if.and his conscience 
whether le would receive the money himself. 

Mr. Butterworth inquired whether any member 
believed that the sergeant-at-arms was his per- 
sonal nt. 

Mr. Adams thought that there was no such 
member. No one believed that he had made the 
sergeant-at-arms his nal agent, though some 
might believe that, by a technica! rule of law, the 
sergeant-at-arms was the constituted agent of the 
mem bers. 

MR. HEMPHILL SPEAKS. 

Mr. Hemphill, of South Carolina, advocated the 
adoption of his bill permitting members to bring 
suit in the court of claims for the recovery of their 
salaries, and opposed the bill of the majority, be- 
cause he could find no statute declaring the 
sergeant-at-arms to be the disbursing officer. 
Congress had utterly failed, though the matter 
had been called to its attention by report after re- 
port of the United States treasurer, to make any 
provision ior the protection of the government in 
case there was a defalceation. The plain duty 
had rested on congress to provide that 
money taken trom the treasury should be safely 

uarded, and it had not perforimed that duty. 

ere was about $8,000 of private money on de- 
posit in the sergeant-at-arms’ office. Surely no 
one would hold that that officer was a disbursing 
officer, so far as that money was concerned, and 
he thought that the house should not appropriate 
public money to pay private debts. If the house 
was going to appropriate money to pay the mem- 
bers their salaries, it ought to be able to tell the 
amountdue,and until it was ascertained how 
much of the money left in the safe was applicable 
to the payment of private debts, it could not tell 
how much was necessary. to pay salaries. The 
committee could not ascertain positively what 
money Silcott had taken away with him—whether 
it was all public money or whether some of it was 
private funds. 

MR. BLOUNT OPPOSES MR. HEMPHILL. 

Mr. Blount, of Georgia, spoke in support of the 

‘bill of the majority and ridiculed the idea of«e- 
quiring private depositors to go to the court of 
claims to recover their monéy. He also strongly 
opposed the pro rata method of solving the difl- 
culty, declaring that the house had no right to 
pro rate, and that it would be a dishonest pro- 
ceeding. He admitted that there was no express 
statute making the sergeant-at-arms a disburs- 
ing officer, but the rules of the house and custom 
xrowing up under them had constructively made 
1im so. The very payment of money to the scf- 
geant-at-arms before it was due was on the theory 
that he was a disbursing officer, else the treasurer 
had no right to pay it to him at all. 
That he was a disbursing officer was shown 
by requiring him to give bond, by giving him a 
cashier, teller and book-keeper and by requiring 
members to certify to him their mileage accounts. 
He was not afraid to take the position which he 
did. Any action on his part suggested by fear, 
and from which there would come wrong to his 
fellow-members would be unworthy of himand no 
such motive would prevent him from declaring to 
the house and country his conclusions as to the 
right of his associates. 

Pending debate, the house at 5 o’clock, ad- 
journed. 


A LIVELY TIME IN THE SENATE. 


Senator [Call |Talks Very Plainly to Plumb 
of Kansas, 

WASHINGTON, January 14.--The resolutions 
heretofore offered by Senator Call in' relation to 
the claims of Florida, under the swamp land grant, 
and in relation to the alleged anlawful selections 
of landin Florida, were taken up, and Mr. Call 
addressed the senate on them. The burden of his 
remarks was, that lands which were not swamp 
and overflowed, but which were fit for cultivation, 
had been selected under the swamp land act, 
to the injury of the veople’s 
rights. He asserted that two hentred 
millions of acres had been selected and approved, 
in all states, as swamp and overflowed lands, while 
everybody knew that nosuch extent of territory 
(as large as Europe) consisted of swamp and over- 
flowed lands. This was a fraud upon the people 
of the United States, for whom the public lands 
should be held asa sacred heritage. Of sixteen 
nillion acres which had passed, in Florida, under 
the swamp and overflowed lands act, he asserted 
that eleven million were high and dry. 

SENATOR PLUMB’S REMARKS. 

Mr. Plumb replies to Mr. Call. He said that the 

United States had granted to the state of Florida 
more than half of the lands within its limits. The 
state contained about forty million acres; and 
more than half of that had been given to the 
state for various purposes. Every single acre of 
land so granted had been placed under con- 
trol of the legislature of lorida. Some 
16,000,000 or 18,000,000 acres had been granted as 
swamp and overflowed lands. 
’ The senator (Call) had just told the senate that 
most of it was not swamp, but arable land. So 
much greater was the dereliction of the senator’s 
state, if it had betrayed its trust. He wished the 
senator would say on the stump, in his own state, 
what he had said here today. 

After a very lively spat between the two sena- 
tors, Senator Call said: 

“T have not any reputation among the people of 
my state of having sympathy with those whocom- 
mit wrong and error in the performance of public 
duty. If the things he says were true, andif I 
were as bad a man as he is, as weak a manas he is, 
as vain a2 man as he—even if I were all that he is 
himself, and all that he says I am—still it would 
remain true thata large number of the people 
have been deprived of their rights on these lands. 
The only interest that can be promoted by denying 
those rights is, not that of the people of the 
UnitedStates,not the interest of purity and honesty 
and justice, but the interest of a few men who 
have made,and are to make, enormous profits 
out of the improper execution of the laws. The 
state of Florida is the equal of any other state. 
Its representatives are the cquals of the repre- 
sentatives of other states. Ishould scorn myself 
with infinite scorn if I came down to the level of 
the manhoodand character of the senator from 
Kansas. 

Without action on the resolution, the senate 
proceeded to executive business and, at 4 o’clock, 
adjourned.

The Sun’s Cotton Review. 

NEw YORK, January 14.—Futures were again 
irregular. They opened one point lower, with a 
decline of 2.64d in Liverpool, where there was less 
activity. A good demand from shorts caused a 
rally and the early decline was thereupon re- 
covered, and an advance of one _ to 
four points succeeded only to be fol- 
lowed by a reaction in which the improve- 
ment was lostanda net decline of two to: four 
points recorded. There was a good business 
with considerable buying by the south for short 
account, though not so much as yesterday, and 
also heavy “‘long’’ selling for that section, while 
Liverpool! was also a large seller. This fact, and 
rather liberal receipts, together with less active 
southern spot markets, and a decline on spot here 
being bear points today. Cotton on spot was 
lower. 


The Tariff Hearing. 

WASHINGTON, January 14.—It was supposed 
that every industry interested in the tariff had 
been heard. Half a dozen gentlemen were in 
waiting to present a few additional facts, and the 
committee resolved to devote one more 
session to hearing them. Two New York import- 
ers and manufacturers of leather wanted the 
‘ present duties on their merchandise retained. A 
‘sulphuric acid maker wanted iron pyrites placed 
\on the free list. James Campbell, of Pittsburg, 
representing window-glass manufacturers, asked 
for the restoration of the tariff of 1883. Alex 
Hammett, of Pittsburg, seconded the request, and 
also asked that a duty be charged upon the 
weight of the glass, and not upon the box. 


A Train on Fire. 
Sr. Louis, January 14.—While a cotton-laden 
train was running from Perry and Harrison 
stations on the Houston and Texas Central rail- 
road in Texas, yesterday, the cotton took fire and 
the train rushed in the latter station with a long 
and furious stream of flame following it. The 
depot caught fire, and it and several cars and 
about 2,000 bales of cotton were consumed.

WHO WILL SUCCEED PAYNE IN THE 
SENATE. 


MURAT HALSTEAD’S NAME HISSED 


As It Was Put in Nomination by Some Ad- 
mirer—Two of the Caucus Bolters Voted 
} for Brice—How the Vete Stood. 


Cotumsvs, O., January 14.—Calvin S. Brice 
was today, at noon, elected to the United 
States senate, reciving a majority of votes in 
either branch of the legislature. In the senate, 
Mr. Shaw, of Lima district, nominated Brice. 
Mr. Gaumer, of Zanesville, seconded the nom- 
ination, saying that the nominee was a brave 
soldierin time of war, anda brilliant states- 
man in peace. 

Mr. Schneider, of Cincinnati, nominated 
Murat Halstead. It was received with cheers, 
hisses and laughter. The presiding officer 
gave notice thata repetition of the disorder 
would lead to the clearance of the lobby. 

Mr. Massie, of Chillicothe, nominated ex- 
Governor Foster. The vote in senate was: 
Halstead 1, Foster 14, and Brice 19. In the 
house the call was demanded to bring in mem- 
bers. Brown, democrat, of Hancock, who is 
sick, was carried to the hallina chair. The 
only other democrats absent were Trooper, of 
Holmes, and Lawler, of Franklin, who is ill. 
Willis and Blair, republicans, were absent. 

BRICE PUT IN NOMINATION. 

Hunt, of Sandusky, presented the name of 
Calvin S. Brice, which was seconded by Bell- 
ville, of Montgomery. 

Represensative Braman named Charles Fos- 
ter, which was seconded by Representative 
Laylin. On roll call, the vote of counts for 
Brice was received with cheers, as was also 
that of Munson, two of the members who 
were credited with being bolters. Smith, the 
third caucas bolter, voted for L. T. Neal. His 
vote was received with subdued murmur. Pen- 
nell, astrong Brice man and worker, voted 
for Foster by mistake and before he could 
make the correction the house was in an up- 
roar with threats that the hall would be eleared 
unless order was maintained. 

ANNOUNCING THE VOTE. 

The vote in the house stood: Brice, 57; Fos- 
ter, 52; and Neall.. Brice was declared the 
choice of the house, having received a major- 
ity of yotes. The result will be canvassed by 
the’ senate and house in joint session to- 
morrow. 

The joint result of the two branches is: 
Brice, 76; Foster 66; Halstead, 1; and Neal, 1. 


MISSISSIPPI LEGISLATURE. 


The New Railroad Commissioners—Restrict- 
ing Suffrage.

ENGLAND CRITICISED 
She Treated 


For the Manner in Which 
Portugal. 


PARIS, January 14.—The papers here uuani- 
mously condemn the policy followed by England 
in the dispute with Portugal as a violation of the 
act of the Berlin conference. Portugal, they say, 
was unable to resist the demands made by Eng- 
land because if she had resisted, it would have 
furnished a pretext for England to seize the 
mouths of the Zambese river and Delagoala bay. 
The papers all agree that European opinion will 
judge England severely.

A BATTLE IN BRAZIL. 


Soldiers Tear Up the Republican Flag and a 
Fight Ensues, 

NEw YORK, January 14.—One of the correspon- 
dents of C. R. Flint writes from Rio Janeiro, un- 
der date of December 23d, 1889, that the outlook 
here just now is not reassuring. Last evening a 
part of two regiments of artillery mutinied, tore 
up the republican flag and hoisted the old 
imperial flag, and it required all other regi- 
ments—cavalry,. infantry and artillery—to subdue 
them. They fought at Sao Christovao Artillery 
quarter till after 12 o’clock, and one hundred of 
the rebels were killed and wounded before the 
rest surrendered. Today twenty-one of the ring- 
leaders were shot. None of the commissioned 
officers were in the mutiny, but all the non- 
commissioned officers were. The trouble was 
owing to the dissatisfaction of soldiers with their 
pay. The police are paid a milreas a day, and the 
soldiers claim that they were re 
the same. It is said that a 
number of old conservatives and liberals 
have been tampering with the soldiers, and were 
at the bottom of the row last might. Early this 
morning Silveura Martins, Assis Martins, Bararo 
De Lagoe, Dr. Lima Duarte, Dr. Ferreira, Vienna 
minister of justice, in the last conservative min- 
istry, and Commander Brago, one of the leading 
merchants of Rio, were arrested.

HIS MARRIAGE TO MISS CHENEY.

His wife says that some time ago her hus- 
band’s brother, Simon Hoffee, of Dell Roy, 
approached her with a request that she allow 
Charlie to procure a “temporary” divorce 
from her, alleging that it was her husband’s 
wish, and that by so doing, Charlie 
could marry a wealthy young lady 
of Georgia, and they would all be better 
off.

COTTON BURNED IN MACON. 


The Warehouse of Willis Price Badly Dam- 
aged by Fire. 


Macon, Ga., Jannary 14.—[{Special.}—Macon 
was visited by fire today about noon, which, for 
awhile looked very serious indeed, and but for the 
prompt and very efficient work of the fire depart- 
ment, many thousands of dollars might have been 
destroyed. While Bras Williams, a colored truck 
hand was rolling a bale of 
cotton*in Willis Price’s warehouse on Fourth 
street, between Cherry and Poplar, the truck 
wheel ran over a match ing on the floor and in- 
stantly. the flames spread like a flash over the 900 
or 1,000 bales that werein the warehouse. The 
rapidity with which the fire moved was remark- 
able. The alarm was omptly given, 
and the department ——— ed gqnickly, but 
when the firemen reach the seene, the flames 
were agape | and the black, dense smoke bulging 
out on all sides. After a desperate: struggle, the 
fiames were gotten under contrel and confined to 
the warehouse building.

The cottou was 
damaged, more or less, by fire and smoke. Mr. 
Price carried about $15,000 insurance on planter’s 
cotton, on which he had made advances.

Turpie, Ogden & Co.’s agencies carried $11,000, 
to-wit: the Imperial, $5,500, and the Niagara, 
$5,500 ; $6,000 on the building, and $5,000 on Price’s 
cotton. 

Cobb, Cabaniss & Cobb’s agencies ‘carried 
$15,409, to-wit: $5,000 in tHe Lion, and $5,000 in 
the Scottish Uniun on Price’s cotton, and £5,400 
on 125 bales of the Manchester niills, as follows: 
$2,000 in the Home, and $3,400 in the Scottish 
Union. 

Duncan & Carnes’s agencies carried $11,500 
on the cotton of the Bibb mills, divided as fol- 
lows: Hartford, $5,000; Germania, $2,500; Insur- 
ance company of North America, $2,000; Roches- 
ter Germanie, $2,000. 

The total insurance on the entire fire is nearly 
$10,000. The total value of the cotton en- 
dangered, $45,000. Much of the cotton can be 
saved. Perhaps the loss will be about 30 per eent

eight bales in the warehouse uninsured. He in- 
curred, perhaps, about a third loss.

| FREEZING TO DEATH. 


SNOW EIGHTEEN INCHES ON 4 
LEVEL IN WYOMING. 


CATTLE DYING BY THE HUNDREDS 


Because They Are Unable to Get at the Water 
. Under the Ice—The Latest from the 
Terrible Tornado of Sunday. 


CHEYENNE, Wyo., Jan 14.—Twelve to foure 
teen inches of snow has fallen in the west end 
of the territory. Thesnow has crusted and 
with the freezing of the water, cattle, sheep 
and horses are perishing all over the range. 
An owner yesterday received word from his 
ranch in that section that scarcely an animal 
that could not be fed would survive. Horses 
have worn their hoofs to the quick trying to 
beat through crusted snow. Cattle and sheep are 
helpless; game has been driven from the 
mountains, and antelope have been killed 
within the city limits of Evanston, while steck 
has drifted to the railway. Saturday and Sun- 
day were intensely cold, and two men were 
frozen to death. 

THE CYCLONE IN ILLINOIS. 

OLNEY, Ills., January 14.—At the village of 
Machburg, Sunday night, the cyclone over- 
turned dweiling houses, barns and outbuild- 
ings, and did great damage. The family 
of Philip Nicholson were seated around 
a fire when the storm came up. The 
house was completely destroyed and Mrs. 
Nicholson was instantly killed and her daugh- 
ter, Miss Anna, seriously injured. Aaron 
McWilliams and a family of seven were all 
caught under the rubbish of their house and 
two children sustained serious injury. The 
Methodist church and parsonage were 
destroyed. Quails and other fowls were found 
dead, stripped of their feathers, and many 
large trees — lying along the path of 
the storm, which was about fifty rods wide. 

ALL THROUGH NEW YORK. 

WATERTOWN, N. Y., January 14.—Reports 
are coming into the Times from points in 
northern New York of damage done by the 
windstorm yesterday. Every vill and all 
the country in Jefferson, Lewis and St. Law- 
rence counties felt the force of the storm and 
bear marks of its violence.

The resolution also changed the time of the 
monthly meeting to half past seven at night, se 
that the attendance might be larger.

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TWO MEN TO HANG. 


WOUSTON COUNTY WILL HAVE A 
DOUBLE EXECUTION. 


Ea. Johnson and Jim Butts Sentenced to Be 
Hanged on February 13th—The Acquittal 
of the Other Five Prisoners. 


Perry, Ga., January 14.—[Special.}—The 
trials of Ed Jonhson, Jim Butts, Mann Hall, 
Hector Stubbs, Glenn Lawson, Alfred McGhee 
and Mose Gibson, indicted by the grand jury 

.for the murder of Capt. Wm. Miller, Otober 
26th last, was ended today by the sentence of 
death being passed upon Ed Johnson and Jim 
Butts, who were found guilty of murder upon 
separate trials. 

FOR THE 15TH OF FEBRUARY. 

Judge Miller sentenced them to be hung pri- 
vately in the jail yard here on February 13th. 
The other five were tried together, beginning 
Thursday of last week and ending last night 
at9o’clockina verdict of not guilty as to 
each. The crime charged was the most bru- 
tal in the criminal history of this county and 
the utmost vigilance on the part of the officers 
was necessary to prevent a lynching at the ar- 
rest, and subsequently, when the jury brought 
In their verdict of not fguilty, it was feared 
that an attempt might be made upon the lives 
“ the five who had been set free by the law.

The story of the shooting, as told by Jenning, 
is the same as published in THE CONSTITUTION, 
though he says that the impression prevails in 
Dawson that one or more persons were in the 
house with Lula Ray at the time the fatal shot 
was fired.

FENCE OF THE MOUNTAINEER. 


Dr. Bak Gives a Very Interesting Opinion 
Concerning the Prisoner’s Sanity—True 
to His Ideas. 


Henry Adams is free. 

This order is the official record: 

“The United States vs. Henry Adams. For rea- 
sons deemed sufficient by the court, itis hereby 
ordered that the sentence heretofore imposed in 
the above stated case be suspended until further 
order of the court. In open court, January 14, 
1890. WILLIAM T. NEwMAN, U.S. Judge.” 

It will be noticed that the order is non-com- 
mittal as to Adams’s sanity. 

He was really conscientious. 

He was weak-minded. 

For one or the other reason, or both, Judge 
Newman suspended sentence and Adams goes 
home to his wife and four children in the 
mountains of Lumpkin county. Thesentence 
is merely suspended, and if Adams ever en- 
gages again in illicit distilling he ts liable to 
put himself back in the very curious and 
very serious position from which he has just 
been freed. 


ADAMS IN COURT. 

The moonshiner, to the very last, was true 
to his convictions. He was carried into court 
yesterday forenoon and asked to sign a simple 
affirmation as to his inability to pay the fine. 

He refused again to do so. 

In reply to questions he stated that he was 
absolutely unable to pay the fine. 

Dr. Bak, the jail physician, examined Ad- 
ams in court, asking a number of questions; 
and then submitted this very interesting and 
instructive opinion concerning Adam's mental 
condition. 

“To Hon. W.T. NEWMAN, United States Dis- 
trict Court, Atlanta, Ga.: Having been requested 
toexamine and pass an opinion abont Henry 
Adams, I herewith take liberty to state that I find 
a disturbed co-ordination of will power; that, 
furthermore, there being a hesitancy amounting 
almost to an impediment in speech, besides a con- 
stant nervous twitching and irritable restlessness. 
Last, but not least, alsoan unaffected forgetful- 
ness of the recent past. I do not hesitate to state 
that there seems to be some organic disturbance 
in the area of the great hemispheres of the nerve 
centers. In this I am also corroborated by a con- 
siderable degree of religious ecstacy, which can 
only be explained by the prevalence of the 
pathological condition above described. Very 
respectfully, HENRY BAK, M. D.” 

Thereupon the order was issed and Adams 
went out of the courtroom, free—until Judge 
Newman orders him back to jail. Adams will 
probably never see Atlanta again.

BEING BUILT, ABOUTTO BE BUILT, 
AND OTHERS PROJECTED. 


Meeting of the G. C. & N. Directors in Athens 
Today—-Meriwether County and the 
Macon and Birmingham. 


Here is perhaps as reliable a summary as 
could be given of the railroad situation in 
Georgia. Of course, a great number of pro- 
jected roads are not given, many of them with 
fair prospect of being built this year. 

In alphabetical order the Alabama Midland 
would come first. One hundred and twenty 
miles were laid last year, only that portion 
from Bainbridge to the Chattahoochee being 
in Georgia, and the extension from Ada will 
lie altogether in Alabama: 

The Augusta and West Florida is projected 
to be built this season from Augusta to Thom- 
asville, 230 miles. 

The Savannah and Western, built last year 
from Savannah and Western Junction to 
Pembroke, fifteen miles, is to go on from Pem- 
broke to Stirling, Ga., forty-four miles, a!l in 
this state. 

The Chattanooga Southern, now reaching 
three miles to Branham, Ga., isto be extended 
to Menlo, Ga., seven miles further. 

The Columbus Southern, including what has 
already been done south of Richland since 
January ist, will add forty-eight miles to the 
total for the year. That carries it to Albany, 
Ga. 

The Dover and Statesboro, ten _miles, is to 
go on ninety miles further to Waycross. Also 
to be extended from Statesboro to the Savan- 
nah river, thirty miles more. 

The Macon and Birmingham will be built, 
220 miles long, between those twe points, and 
about half that distance is in Georgia. 

The Georgia, Carolina and Northern will 
add about 110 miles between the Savannah 
river and Atlanta. 

The Marietta and North Georgia, twenty 
miles between Atlanta and Marietta. 

To say nothing of the A. and F. extension, 
almost certain to be made this year some- 
where, or the road from Abbeville to Way- 
cross,and a dozen others that will, even if 
they are no more than begun, swell the total. 

That makes a total of 689 miles. 

It can be put down as a certainty that 
Georgia will lead, not only the southern states 
as she did last year, but the United States. 

Last year Georgia was second, with a little 
more than 300 miles, and Washington first. 

This year Georgia will show over 500 miles 
of railroad built in the state, over 125 miles 


more than the 8tate that comes second, prob- 
ably Washington. | 


The G., C. and N. Meeting. 
The stockholders of the Georgia, Carolina 
and Northern hold their annual meeting in 
Athens today. 

This is an important meeting. 

Mr. John M. Robinson, president of the 
Seaboard and Roanoke, will be present. It is 
understood that the systems represented by 
Mr. Robinson, isin very close alliance with 
the new read. To all practical intents and 
purposes, the two roads will stretch as one sys- 
tem from Portsmouth, Va., to Atlanta, con- 
necting at Portsmouth with steamship lines 
to New York, Philadelphia and Baltimore; 
also with New York, Philadelphia and Nor- 
folk railroads, via Cape Charles for Philadel- 
phia, New York, and points east. 

Meriwether County and the M. and B. 
The Macon and Birmingham is havinga 
hard time in Meriwether county. The projected 
route don’t take in Greenville, but goes by 
three miles away. <A _ strong fight was 
made in the last  legisiature to 
put in a charter amendment 
compelling the road to go through Greenville, 
but this was unsuccessful, and now the people 
in Meriwether are taking the matter info theit 
own hands. One argument employed by the 
Macon and Birmingham péople in the legisla- 
ture was that it would cost them $150,000 
more to go through Greenville than to follow 
the route as they had projected it. 

‘‘T think they’ll see they had that proposi- : 
tion reversed,’’ said Mr. Walter B. Hill yes- 
terday, in Atlanta. ‘‘The people of the.county 
are indignant at the way the road has treated 
them, and are in no humor to give the right of 
way for anything less than the maximunr pos- 
sible price. All along the route they talk that 
way. They will give nothing, and will take 
all they can get.’’ 

Covington to Lawrenceville. 


It looks now like the road from Covington 
to Lawrenceville may be. built soon. The 
people along the line want it, andit would not 
cost much to build it. It is almost a level 
route, with not one stream to cross, no hills to 
dig down and little filling in to do. 

Fc oceciiantite: it will be remembered, is. 
connected with the Richmond and. Danville 
by a narrow guage. In case the movement 
takes definite proportions, this narrow guage 
will be broadened, connecting Suwanne and 
Covington as a bread gauge. 

With this road establishing it as a competi- 
tive point and giving it two terminal rate 
advantages, and with the extension of the 
Covington and Macon and of the Georgia Mid- 
land as possibilities of the near future, Cov- 
ington looms up as a promising and prosperous 
little city. 

Memphis to the Sea. 

The Macon and Birmingham becomes more 
important as the connections west and east be- 
come more defined. -It is a central and con- 
trolling link ina trunk route ftom Memphis 
and branching out at Macon. 

At Birmingham this new line of sixty-six 
miles is to connect with the Kansas City, 
Memphis and Birmingham and the Memphis 
and Charleston railroads, both, through as well 
as competing lines to Memphis. At Macon it 
connects with the Georgia Southern and Flor- 
ida railroad, a new line. recently completed, 
extending from Macon to the sea. The other, 
which is to be an extension of she Alabama 
Midland railroad, a line of about one hundred 
miles, running from Montgomery to Tusca- 
loosa, Ala., is toreach the gulf from Mont- 
romery by way of Troy, and Memphis from 

uscaloosa by way of Oxford, Miss. 

Under One Head. 

The grading has been completed on four 
sections of the Louisville and Nashville road, 
which are being double-tracked, and the 
second track is now being laid, The sections 
are: Anchorage, Ky., to East Louisville, 10.2 
miles; South Louisville to Shepardsville, Ky., 
15.3 miles; Edgefield Junction to East Nash- 
ville, 8.6 miles, and from Boyles, Ala.,~ to 
Oxmoor, Ala., 9.7 miles. 

Work on the Montgomery, Tuscaloosa and 
Memphis raiJroad is being es and it is 
expected that the line from Montgomery to the 
Alabama river will be completed within a 
month. 

The Louisville and Nashville is credited 
with having on foot a plan for a new and 
shorter route from Birmingham to Pensacola. 
From Blackton Junction a line is to be built 
due south to Selma. The line is ajready built 
then from Montgomery dugsouth to Pineapple. 
From Pensacola another Louisville and Nash-- 
ville line runs up due north to Ripton, and to 
complete the line the gap between Pineapple 
‘and Ripton is to be filled up, only about 
twenty miles being necessary. That will 
make Pensacola twenty-five miles nearer 
Birmingham.

There is no reAson why the melon growers 
sshould not get what they ask of the western 
roads. It is no more than the southern 
roads, which bear the initial expense of the 
business, have already granted. The melon 
growers make no complaint at the rate of 
eight mills per ton-mile, now the basis on 
all roads this side of the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi rivers, although this nets the railroads 
much more than it does the farmer. They 
do complain of the western rates, ‘ ranging 
from ten to sixteen mills per ton-mile, and 
their complaint is a just one, for it is largely 
prohibitory. The melon business of last 
year amounted fo 8,000 cars, and it is esti- 
mated that 30,000 cars of melons would be 
taken readily if the roads of the west would 
adopt as a uniform basis, the eight mills now 
charged by the southern roads. The roads 
this side of the great rivers are glad to get 
the business at that rate, and there is no 
reason why the western roads could not do 
the same in the dull summer season when 
other business is dull, and freights on such 
staples as flour become ridiculously low. The 
melon growers are right, and when their 
claim is strongly presented to the traffic 
managers beyond the rivers, the judgment of 
those business men will surely constrain 
them to grant this just, much needed con- 
cession. 


All Sorts of Tramps. 

In dealing with the tramp nuisance citi- 
gens and officers should bear in mind the 
fact that there are two classes of tramps— 
the professionals and those who are simply 
out of work. 

Some time ago a tramp was arraigned be- 
fore a St. Louis court. The judge had it in 
his power to send him to the rock pile for 
six months. But the magistrate was in a 
kindly mood that day. It struck him that 
the tramp had a good face and that it would 
be a pity to lock him up with thieves and 
perhaps ruin him forever. So the judge 
turned the fellow loose and loaned him a 
quarter, * 

Six months later the St. Louis judge re- 
eeived a letter from his friend, the tramp. 
The writer returned the quarter with thts, 
and stated that he had a good paying posi- 
tion and was doing exceedingly well in a 
southern iron town. He had been tramping 
only when he was looking for work. All 
that he needed was a fighting chance in the 
battle of life. 

It is well enough to be hard on profes- 
sional tramps and vicious vagrants, but a 
man may be idle, half-starved, dirty and 
shabby, and still be an honest victim of mis- 
fortune, anxious to earn his daily bread. It 
is cruel] and shameful to treat such a man as 
a@ criminal. 


How Mr. Cable Got His Dinner 


A controversy that isnot without its comic 
aspects has been going on between Mr. 
George W. Cable and the Nashville Ameri- 
can, based on a little episode that occurred 
during Mr. Cable’s recent visit to that city. 

We have already given the details of that 
episode as they appeared in the newspapers. 
Our comments thereon were somewhat 
flavored with indignation, but we are willing 
to admit that something too much was made 
of the affair. Itis one of those incidents 
that cannot be brought into strict relations 
with dignified comment. Looking back at 
the matter, it is easy to perceive that it was 
not more important than the event that takes 
place in the trash-pile when the wood-louse 
gives good evening to the betsey-bug. 

Still, it has been written about and com- 
mented on furiously or protestingly in a good 
many quarters. A recent issue of the 
American has a letter from Mr. Cable and a 
column of comment on it. Our opinion is 
that our contemporary, while its remarks 
are just and well-considered,.fails to get at 
the gist of the matter. This is not from any 
lack of perception or ability, but because he 


{insists on making a fundamental issue of an 


incident that is mainly comic. The comic 
touch is given in Mr. Cable’s explanation, 
and we have no doubt that every word of it 
fstrue. He says: | 
As to the actual occurrence at Nashville it was 
this: I called on a colored lawyer of Nashville to 
submit to him and some other colored men of that 
city a plan to engage them in a calm, friendly, 
public, written and printed discussion of our 
southern problem, with a view to its progressive 
reduction toa peaceable and equitable solution 
acceptable to both races. 
them in some small public room, say the waiting 
room of some hotel. But remembering that three 
Summers ago a deputation of professional colored 
men calling at my hotel in Richmond, to pay me a 
simple brief visit of public respect, were forbidden 
to sit down anywhere in the hotel, I accepted the 
offer of the lawyer’s parlor. I was asked if a few 
wives and daughters of the men I expected to 
meet might be included in the group long enough 
to shake hands with me and thank me for what 
they were pleased to call my services to their race 
--although no public word or act of mince has ever 
been intended for the good of one@ race only. I 
consented on condition that nothing like a recep- 
tion should take up any large portion of the time. 
There was no dinner party. From the time of my 
arrival until the last guest, except myself, was 
gone, there was no eating or drinking, nor’ any 
show of things to eat or drink. When all were 
gone, I, seeing that my host and hostess were in a 
dilemma between asking a white man to sit at 
| their board and sending him away supperless, said 
bluntly I had noteaten. We broke bread together. 
Was I wrong in that? Toany one who answers 
ody can only reply, Shame on you! Shame on 
you

with the departing colored guests, he says 


that he turned to his hosts and bluntly de- 
manded something to eat. ‘I have enter- 
tained your guests, now give me my vittles.”’ 
Is this the spirit of a genial reformer, or of 
an enterprising tramp? 

Mr. Cable says that he has a right to eat 
with a slave or a savage, and this is no doubt 
a matter of individual taste, but has he a 
right to demand their food? This isa phase 
of the social equality question that is of more 
importance to the negroes who propose to 
invite Mr. Cable to their homes than it is to 
the whites. The colored people may be very 
sure that neither Mr. Cable nor any other 
reformer would go to a white person’s house 
as a guest and bluntly demand his dinner. 
If he did, he would be promptly kicked out 
of doors.

A Lesson in Advertising. 

For some years past the state of Vermont 
has been in serious trouble. 

A steady stream of emigration has been 
pouring out of that commonwealth and new 
settlers have not been coming in. So far 
from building up the waste places, and mak- 
ing the wilderness blossom_as the rose, the 
wilderness has extended, and the waste 
places have multiplied. 

But a brighter day is dawning for this un- 
fortunate state. The story of the change is 
well told by the Boston Globe. It seems 
that various methods of securing immigrants 
were tried without success. At last it struck 
the leading spirits that if advertising was a 
good thing for a business man it was also a 
good thing fora state. Sothe farms were 
advertised. People in the four corners of 
the earth found themselves deluged with 
newspapers, pamphlets and posters, setting 
forth the cheap lands and the ‘natural re- 
sources of Vermont. Millions of letters are 
now coming in tothe commissioner of agri- 
culture asking for information. Capitalists 
are buying up farms and villages. The 
rush of immigration has commenced in 
earnest, and it will fill the state with peo- 
ple. 

It is the old story with its never-failing 
result. 1t pays to advertise. Georgia, or 
any southern state, by adopting the 
business methods of Vermont, would in a 
short time attract millions of emigrants. The 
population of the south, however, is increas- 
ing rapidly enough, and it is perhaps better 
to grow naturally than to force a hot-house 
growth, and bring suddenly into our midst 
strange elements and strange problems. 

Still, the story of Vermont's rehabilita- 
tion carries a lesson with it.

Ruined by Education. 
~ In this country our statesmen claim that 
education isthe remedy foralmost every evil. 
They say that it will diminish crime, in- 
crease prosperity, settle the race problem 
and establish law and order, 

Some great men have held a different 
opinion. Less than a century ago the devil 
broke loose in France. Never in the history 
of the world was there such a red carnival of 
blood and anarchy. The leaders of this tre- 
mendous crusade against religion, govern- 
ment and society were all educated men. 
One of the boldest and greatest of them all, 
Danton, once pointed out this fact and then 
proceeded to explain it. He said that. the 
government had made a mistake when it al- 
lowed him to be educated above his sphere 
in life. He wasa poor man’s son. When 
he left college he found that he had been 
.educated up to the higher level of the aris- 
tocracy. He was thrown upon the world 
with all tlie tastes and aspirations of a gen- 
tleman, and with no means to satisfy them. 
He grew bitter and reckless, and embraced 
the first opportunity of tearing down the 
social fabric. Heads could not fall fast 
enough for him, and rivers of blood failed to 
quench his thirst. The other leaders were 
men like Danton—poor lawyers, professors, 
doctors, - journalists and students. They 
were educated to be something and found 
that they were destined to be nothing under 
the old order of things. As they were not 
considered good enough to build up society, 
they determined to show that they were 
powerful enough to destroy it. 

It may be said that it was not education, 
but a mistaken system of education that was 
responsible for the ruin of Danton and his 
associates. Doubtless this is the way to 
look at it. These men had plenty of head 
culture for their age, but too little soul cul- 
Their heads ran away with them. 
Are we profiting by the lesson? Is our sys- 
tem of education calculated to make men 
patiently accept the unequal conditions of 
fortune? Does it make them learn to labor 
and to wait? In plain English, does it over- 
whelmingly tend to make them good men as 
well as intelligent citizens? If these ques- 
tions cannot be affirmatively answered, then 
there is something radically wrong in our 
educational system.

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CAPTAIN JACOBS HAS PREPARED 


PLANS FOR THE ROAD. 


He Estimates the Cost at About $55,000— 
The Route as Selected by the Officer De- 
tailed forthe Work. 


Captain Jacobs has completed and sent on 
to Washington the plans for the proposed road 
from the city to Fort McPherson. 

Upon the plan he proposes, the roadway 
can be constructed at a cost of about $55,000. 

And it will be the handsomest drive in the 
south. 

In brief, the plan is to bridge across the 
tracks in front of Fort McPherson, then follow 
what seems to be a natural roadway along the 
high land to the south of, and to some extent 
the Central and West Point 


THE ROAD APPLIED FOR. 

The first application for the road came from 
anumber of prominent citizens of Atlanta. 
It took the form of a letter to Hon. Redfield 
Proctor, secretary of war, and was signed by 
twenty or twenty-five of the most influential 
Atlantians. 

Calling attention to the fact that 
the only roadway to Fort McPherson lay along 
the Central and West Point tracks, and was, 
therefore, extremely dangerous, they requested 
that the government send an officer to make 
the necessary surveys for a road upon the 
most direct and practicable route from the city 
limits to the fort, making estimates of 
the cost of constructing the proposed without 
delay. Among the signers and indorsers of 
the letter were Messrs. M. C. Kiser, E. P. 
Howell, Hugh T. Inman, H. W. Grady, J. R. 
Lewis, Julius L. Brown, William T: Inman, 
John T. Glenn, J. J. Meador, T. J. Simmons 
and F. P. Rice, almost all in some ofiicfal 
capacity. 

General Lewis, in sending the letter to 
General Proctor, added: ‘It is not thought 


necessary at this time to add other names, but, 


thousands,of our best citizens would be glad 
tosign such petitions, and all desire your 
fayorable action.”’ 

REFERRED TO CAPTAIN JACOBS. 

General Proctor, after considering the letter, 
had it referred to Captain Jacobs, with in- 
structions to make the necessary surveys, and 
report upon the best route with an estimate of 
the cost. 

For some time Captain Jacobs has been busy 
with the necessary.surveys. Five routes were 
considered by him before he came to his con- 
clusion, and then he prepared a map showing 
the existing roads, and the one which he re- 
gards the best solution of the difficulties now 
existing. : 

CAPTAIN JACOBS’S REPORT. 

In his letter to the secretary of war, Captain 

Jacobs says: 


“Careful judgment has been exercised to 
select the most direct, practicable and econom- : 


ical route. Before arriving at a decision five 
routes were examined and surveyed, and itis 
believed that the one submitted for considera- 
tion fills in all respects the requirements of the 
petitioners. 

Since the road was petitioned for the rail- 
road tracks from the city to a point beyond 
the barracks, have been doubled, thereby 
bringing the trains in closer proximity to 
the road than before, and the means given by 
General J. R. Lewis for building the road are 
much enhanced.”’ 

Captain Jacobs’s plan provides for a bridge 
across the railroad tracks directly in front of 
the main entrance. to the fort. In giving his 
reason for this, he says: 

‘It is impractical to cross the track at a 
grade at any point along the reservation front- 
age, by reason of deep cuts or high embank- 
ments, exceptin the immediate vicinity of a 
station established for the convenience of the 
garrison ; but here there are five separate tracks 
to crossand travel is frequently blocked by 
waiting trains, making such a crosssng both 
Gexgerous to life and preperty and excced 
ingly inconvenient, consequently the pro- 
posed bridge spanning the road is a neces- 
sity. ; 
aptain Jacobs then makes two important 
recommendations. He says: 

. “L respectfully recommend that the city of 
Atlanta be placed under obligations to build a 
road between the terminus at the city limits 
at Whitehall street, of the sanfe character and 
in conjunction with the road which it is pro- 
posed the government shall build. This is 
essential to complete the communication be- 
tween the city and the fort. also recom- 
mend that provision be made to P gi ta the 
road ever being used or paralleled by any of 
the present modes of rapid transit, that would 
nullify the object for which the road is to be 


built.” 
THE PROPOSED ROUTE. 

' From the bridge over the tracks ‘n front of 
the barracks the proposed route lies in a south- 
easterly direction for probably a mile, where it 
strikes aroad which has been opeged, but 
which has never been graded. This foad lies 
upon the ridges south of the railroad tracks 
and some distance away from them, and cuts 
the city limits within two hundred or three 
hundred feet of the point where Whitehall 
street ends. 

The specifications call for: Earthwork to be 
finished sixty feet wide; curbing to be set 
forty feet apart; metal to finish eight inches 
titick. 

“The road will be like those at Fort McPher- 
son, which are probably the best in Georgia. 

They are constructed of crushed stone, cin- 
ders and gravel—for the most part the 
macadam ; ‘“‘and,’’ as one gentleman who has 
been over the proposed route puts it, “if they 
ever want to make it asphaltum, they have the 
best possible basis for it.’’

THE COLD WAVE. 


Huw It Came to Be so Light in Atlanta—How 
the Wave Behaved. 

The cold wave, which was predicted, has 
come and gone. 

The stay of the agile wave was so short, and 
it arrived at such a dissipated hour, that com- 
paratively few people knew that it had been 
in the city. Everybody realized that yester- 
day was a chilly, disagreeable day, but it was 
disappointing to those who expected a real 
howling terror from the west. 

Mr. Perry, whois appointed by the federal 
government to situp in the Traders’ bank 
building and tell the citizens of Atlanta what 
may be expected in the way of weather, felt 
especially agrieved. Several times during the 
past two months Mr. Perry has caused the 
citizens to lay in tons of extra coal by his pre- 
dictions, and he, therefore, feels the conduct 
of this last blizzard as a personal aggravation. 

Mr. Perry wishes it understood, in justice to 
himself, that the cold wave behaved as no 
self-respecting wave should. It started out to 
come straight to Atlanta, and at the last mo- 
ment skipped off to the north. It went so far 
as to run the thermometer down to 34 degrees 
at 2 o’clock yesterday morning. It only 
stayed at that point for a short time, however, 
and then began torise. Mr. Perry accounts 
for the discrimination shown against Atlanta 
by the cold waves by the state of the barome- 
ter. He says it has been so high for the past 
two months that it has forced the cold weather 
back. : 

There is hope of cold weather yet, in spite 
of the high barometer. Yesterday the tem- 
perature at St. Vincents (Minnesota) was 24 
degrees below zero, and the atmospheric con- 
ditions indicate that this time the cold wave 
may really come south. 

City Warden Hunter says that every cold 
snap brings increased suffering to the desti- 
tute. This winter there have been fewer de- 
mands on the city for help than usual, owing 
to the warm weather. As soon, however, as it 
turns cold, many people without means to 
procure fuel will be forced to apply to the 
warden to save themselves from freezing. 


A BIG BUILDING 


To Te Erected by Mr. M. C. Kiser at an Early 
Date. 

Mr. M. C. Kiser has had pians drawn for a mag- 
nificent building at the corner of Pryor and 
Hunter sfreet. 

It is to ve five stories high, with all modern con- 
veniences. The corner on the ground floor is to 
be fora bank, and the remainder of the ground 
floor to be stores, all to be well lighted and well 
ventilated. The second, third and fourth stories 
are to be offices, fixed up nicely to suit attorneys, 
but to be rented to anyone who desires a well ar- 
ranged and convenient office. Most of the 
offices on these fioors are to be provided with 
vaults suitable to protect against fire 
or thieves for storing papers and valuables. Every 
office is well lighted and well ventilated. They 
will be decidedly the best offices in the city. 

The fifth story is to be divided into two main 
halls, forty by one{hundred feet, and attached to 
each are dining rooms,. kitchens and pantries. 
These are to be used fora lawyers’ club, and a 
commercial ciub. 

It is understood that the lawyers will organize a 
club and rent one of the halls and Mr. Kiser will 
fit it up to suit their taste and convenience. The 
other will probably be occupied by a commercial 
club, to be organized by members of the chamber 
of commerce. :

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And the Speaking Begzun—The Case Will Go 
to the Jury Today, and a Verdict, 


Perhap*s- 

The criminal superior court room was 
erowded again all day yesterday, during the 
pontinuance of the Bone murder trial. 

At 3:15 o’clock in the afternoon, the state 
gested its case. In order to secure the opening 
and closing speeches, the defense did not in- 
groduce any testimony at all, and at 3:50 ar- 

ent was begun by Mr. Frank H. Walker 


for the defendant. 

The principal feature of the trial yesterday 
was Old Man sone’s statement, which was, 
save a few trivial points, a repetition of his 
gonfession before the coroner’s jury. 

Notwithstanding Bone’s statement and the 
strong circumstantial evidence bronght out “to 
substantiate it, the impression was general 
_gmong those actually engaged on the case that 
the truth of the shooting has not yet been dis- 
povered. Momentarily, as the trial progressed, 
gome new and possibly startling development 
was expected. 

PUBLIC OPINION. 

The main point of conversation and in- 
terest centcred upon Bone’s statement, ac- 
knowledging the shooting, and the testimony 
of Ellen Twilley. A great many discredited 

. the statement, and expressed the belief that 

Ellen Twilley had not told all she Knew. or 

even touched on the true circumstances of the 

ghooting. 

Even the prosecution was not absolutely 
positive or wedded to a particular theory of 
the shooting, but introduced testimony to sup- 
port a dual theory—one revenge, the egber 
robbery. 

All this, while it did not beget any sy fff 
for the prisoner, heightened interest in the 
tria!, arid it is safe to say that when the case 
finally goes to the jury today, half those 
who have attended the trial and listened to 
the testimony, will still be of the opinion 
that the true cause and circumstances of the 
murder have not yet been discovered. 

There are those who think Bone did not 
even do the sheeting; that it was done at the 
house and by the hand of one of the women. 
Incidents are cited to bear this theory out. 

THE TRIAL YESTERDAY. 

When court opened yesterday morning, Old 
Man Bone and Mrs. Bone were the only ones 
of the defendants in the room. 

Ellen Twelly, the last witness of the previ- 
ous day, was put on the stand again. She 
testified, on re-direct examination by Solicitor 
Hill, that Old Man Bone knew that Woodward 
would be at the house the night of the killing, 
and that he had known sometime of his visits, 
mever protesting or making any complaint 
against them. 

She told the court about a suite of furniture 
which Mr. Woodward had bought for Jessie, 
and which, after remaining in her room for 
some time, was taken away again by the 
Gealer because Mr. Woodward declined to 
make any further payment. When the furni- 
ture wes taken awzy, Bone remonstrated and 
used some harsh language in reference to Mr. 
Woodward for refusing to pay for the furni- 
ture. 

TALKING SECRETS. 

At this point Mr. Gray, for the defense, 
asked leave of the court for a private consulta- 
tion with the prisoners. After considerable 
wrangling about the right of the bailiff to be 
present at the interviw, \which Judge Clark 
directed to be held in the jury room, that 
official was finallyruled out, and Mr. Gray and 
Mr. Walker retired with Bone and his wife, 
with the other prisoners, 

The conference occupied fifteen or twenty 
minutes, and when. the attorneys again ap- 
peared in court, Mr. Gray asked permission to 
send for Dr. Dan Howell again. 

Dr. Howell took the stand and testified in 
brief to the residence and some family affairs 
of the deceased Woodward, who died sur- 
rounded by his wife and family, leaving a wife 
and four children. 

BONE’S STATEMENT. 

After Dr. Howell came from the stand, the 
defense announced that Old Man Bone would 
make his statement. 

When he rose from his chair, beside his 
counsel, Bone was very much excited. He 
hesitated and faltered a little in making his 
way to the stand, becoming seemingly more 
agitated ateach step. His jaws worked con- 
tinuously, grinding a wad of tobacco, a small 
streain appearing at the corners of his mouth. 
As he sat down in the witness-chair, he cast 
an anxious glance round the courtroom, then, 
turning abruptly toward the jury, beganina 
faltering voice his statement. 

“This has been going on for six or sevén 
months,’’ he said, ‘and until just before last 
Christmas I never knew that Woodward was 
amarried man. I had been trying to find out 
if he was married for a good while, and the 
night of the shooting, after I had found it 
out, while I was eating my supper, I heard 
somebody talking in Jessie’s room. I asked 
who it wasand my wife finally said it was 
Woodward. That angered me, and after 
telling her and the others in the room that he 
was a marriéd man, and saying that 
I was going to put a stop to his visits and 
have a talk with him. I picked up a chop- 
ax and Jeft the house. I went out to borrow a 
isto], and the first man I met was Walker. 

asked him for his pistol, but he hadn’t it, 

and then I went to Vaughan and gotone. I 
then started back home, and on my way meta 
man whom I took to be Woodward. I stopped 
him and asked him if he was Woodward, and, 
when he said yes,I told him he had been 
coming to see Jessie, and I wanted to 
know if he was a married man. He 
said that was none of my d—d 
business, and then [I told _ him - that 
he must not come to see her any more. ‘I will 
come to see her as often as I d—n please,’ was 
his answer, ‘and you can’t help yourself.’ As 
he said that he put his hand behind him, like 
he was going to pullout a pistol. I got my 
pistol out first, and, asl aimed it at him, he 
caught holdof me bythe arm, and in the 
scufiie I shot him. That is the truth of it, 
gentlemen, and anybody else would have done 
the same if it had been his daughter. Jessie 
is the only one I’ve got.”’ 

Bone’s confession came slowly, word by 
word, and as it progressed his emotion in- 
creased, until tears actually rolled down his 
browned cheeks when he concluded. 

MORE WITNESSES. 

At the end of Bone’s statement, which was 
listened to with intense interest by the big 
crowd, the state called Captain Jim Wright, 
of the police force, to the stand. Objections 
were raised to Captain Wright’s testimony, on 
the ground that he had been present in the 
courtroom and heard the previous testimony, 
in violation of the rule. Judge Clark directed 
the witness to testify, but at the conclusion, 
imposed a fine of $10 on Captain 
Wright for remaining in hearing of the testi- 
mony after he had been summoned asa wit- 
ness. 

“Did Bone say any thing about a scuffle be- 
fore the coroner’s Jury when under oath?” 
Captain Wright was asked.

MORE OBJECTION. 

When Detective Green was put on the 
stand to testify what he had seen at Bone’s 
house when it was searched, the defense ob- 
jected, ~— that the state was endeavoring 
to change its line of prosecution and impeach 
their own witness, Ellen Twilly, who had 
sworn to having seen Woodward give Jessie 
Bone his silver watch as a pawn. 

The witness had seen Mr. Woodward's 
watch and keys at the Bone honse. 

‘What is Jessie’s character for virtue?” 

‘* Bad.” 

HE GAVE THEM MONEY. 

Mr. Dan Hall took the chair. He testified 
to having seen Mr. Woodward give members 
of the Bone family money. It wasa frequent 
occurrence for some one of them to come to 
the store and ask for Mr. Woodward, and he 
had seen notes written by Jessie to him, 
one in reference to the set of fur- 
niture. On the nighteof the shooting Mr. 
Woodward had besides considerable money 
and a watch in his pockets, keys belonging to 
his (Mr. Hall’s) private safe drawer and the 
door of his store. When he was found none 
of these were on his person. Since the shoot- 
ing his store had been broken into and bur- 
giarized, and as it was impossible to enter 
otherwise, the thief must have gotten in with 
that front door key. 

Mr. Gus Long, one of the members of the 
coroner’s jury, testified that Bone had made 
several contradictory statements. 

HIS BROTHERS. 

Mr. John Woodward, the dead man’s 
brother, testified that he had searched him 
after he was shot, looking for a letter written 
by Jessie Bone. He did not find it. 

Mr. Park Woodward, another brother, 
coroborated this statement, and Ellen Twilley 
being called said she had seen Jessie Bone 
write to Mr. Jim Woodward. 

Dan Halli had seen the letter. It contained 
a request for Mr. Woodward to make a pay- 
ment on the suite of furniture, adding that if 
he did not, she would make him “smell hell.’”’ 

On assembling after the noon recess, an at- 
tachment was served on W. P. Sanders, a wit- 
ness, Who was wanted to prove Jessie Bone’s 
character. 

While the balliff wys after Sanders, W. R. 
Cannon, deputy city clerk, was put on the 
stand, as one of the coroner’s jury to testify to 
the discrepancy in Bone’s statements. 

The witness said at first Bone denied the 
shooting, then admitted it, saying he would 
not have done it if Woodward had not replied: 
‘None of your darn business’ when asked if he 
was a married man. Witness said Jessie 
Bone’s character was bad. 

WANTED TO SELL HIM A PISTOL. 

W. L. Bridwell, who runs a grocery store on 
Mitchell street, testified that Young Jim Bone 
came to his store the morning after the shoot- 
ing and wanted toswap him a 38-calibre for 
his, a 32; that he could get such a one for him. 
He also mentioned a watch, which he wanted 
to sell. 

Mr. Gray objécted to this tesiimony, saying 
that it was irrelevant. Colonel Glenn argued 
the point at length, contending that Mr. 
Woodward’s shooting was part of 
a conspiracy in which the 
family was concerned, and that 
Young Jim Bone’s offer to sell a_ pistol and 
watch went_to substantiate the theory. 

Bridwell was not acquainted with the charac- 
ter of Jessie Bone. 

A BAD CHARACTER. 

W. P. Sanders, the Broad street commission 
merchant, for whom an attachment had been 
issued, arrived and was introduced to prove 
Jessie Bone’s character. 

“She don’t bear a good name,”’’ he said. 

“When did you find this out?” 

‘*Three or four years ago.”’ 

Captain W.P. Manley and Captain Simp- 
son testified that Jessie Bone had been a bad 
character for several years. 

$120 FOR FURNITURE. 

C. P. Beach, salesman at Snook’s, swore 
that he had sold Mr. Woodward a suite of fur- 
niture.for $120 about two months ago; that 
the furniture had been selected by Jessie Bone 
and had been delivered at her home. Mr. 
Woodward made one payment onit, and about 
a week before he was shot it was taken back 
from the Bone house. Mr. Woodward had 
told him when he (witness) asked him for 
the balance due, that he wanted to get out of 
the trade. 

William Symers, bookkeeper for Snook, cor- 
roborated the sale of the furniture, stating that 
it had been returned and placed to Mr. Wood- 
ward’s credit on the 13th of December last. 

Detective Bedford identified a lot of keys 
found at the Bone house by Policeman 

{theridge, who also took the stand and swore 
that the keys shown him were those he had 
taken when searching the house, 

AN OLD TRICK. 

Policeman Ethridge was handed the two 
bunches of keys for indentification by Mr 
Gray, of the defense. 

Aiter they had been identified Mr. Gray 
tossed one of the bunches over to his associate, 
Mr. Walker, remarking, 

‘‘Mr. Walker, take your keys off this string, 
please.’’ 

The incident created a little sensation. 

“Oh! that’s a_ nice trick!’’ exclaimed 
Solicitor Hill. ‘“‘That’s right Mr. Walker, 
that sustains your reputation as a great crimi- 
nal lawyer.’’ 

Mr. Walker turned red, and after fumbling 
round a bit, took off several keys, which he 
had placed there while examining the bunches 
a minute previous. 

“Small potatoes!’’ said Judge Clark. 

‘And few in ahill,’’ came from the solici- 
tor. 
“Yes, and stingy at that,’’ replied the court. 

This little trick, which created considerable 
amuseinent, and caused the ire of the solicitor 
to rise, concluded the evidence in the case 
against Old Man Bone, and in a. few minutes 
Mr. Walker began the opening argument for 
the defense. He spoke forty minutes, basing 
his argument on the contradictory evidence of 
the witnesses and the impeachable testimony 
of Ellen Twilley, the principal witness for the 
prosecution. 

Colonel W. C. Glenn will speak this morn- 
ing, followed by Solicitor Hall, and then 
James A. Gray will close for the defense. 

The case will go tothe jury this afternoon.

PLAINS OF BAD TREATMENT. 


A Letter to the Governor in Which the Mur- 
derer Asks to Be Brought to Atlanta to 
Be Imprisoned —No Interference Possible. 

Tom Woolfolk is anxious to return to At- 
lanta. 


The seven months he passed in the Fulton 


county jail, when he was first arrested for the 
murder of his family, spoilt him for the ordi- 
nary run of prison life. 

Just how a gentleman who has been con- 
victed three times of murdering ,his entire 
family expects to be treated, is, of course, 
difficult to ascertain. The treatment Wool- 
folk receives in the Macon jail is not evidently 
to his taste, judging from this letter which the 
governor received from him yesterday: 

“Macon, Ga, January 11, 18%.—Governor 
Gordon. Honorable Sir: Please have me sent to 
Atlanta. The treatment that I receive at the 
hands of the Macon jailer is most horrible. I was 
treated well in Atlanta. Judge Speer will not 
allow any more United States prisoners to come 
to this jail; they wrote him so many letters com- 
plaining of the bad treatment they received from 
this jailor. He is the most wicked man I ever 
Saw. Very Respectfully, 

(Signed.] “T. G. WOOLFOLK.” 

As far as the governor is concerned Woolfolk 
will have to endure the treatment he charac- 
terizes as brutal and which he is now getting. 
After reading the letter Governor Gordon 
said that it was entirely out of his province to 
interfere in Woolfolk’s behalf. The judge of 
the circuit court who sentenced him being 
the only one with authority to order a change 
of jails. z 

DEATH OF DR. THOMAS. 


A Former Pastor of St. Phillips Church 
Passes Away at Griffin. 


Dr. Charles W. Thomas, who for five years was 
the rector of St. Phillips church in Atlanta, died 
yesterday at Griffin. 

Dr. Thomas was a native of North Wales and 
came to America when seventeen years old, set- 
tling first in Savannah; moving soon to Canton, 
Cherokee county, where he joined the Methodist 
conference, his first change being junior preacher 
in the Zebulan circuit. He was married in De- 
cember, 1850, to Miss Emily Andrews, 
of Spaulding county, and in the 
fall of 1853 he received the appointment of 
chaplain in the United States navy, which position 
he held till the beginning of the late war. During 
a cruise off the coast of Africa he wrote a book 
of travels, which received favorable criticism. 
Returning to this country he connected himself 
with the Episcopal church, and took immediate 
charge of St. George’s parish, in Griffin, serving 
the church until March, 1866, when he resigned to 
aecept the pastorate of St. Philip’s. This church 
was under his charge until declining health forced 
him to resign and return to his farm near Griffin, 
where he spent the declining days of his life, 
cheered by a devoted wife and loving children.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, January 14.—Thestock market to- 
day was duli with a moderate business in a few 
stocks only, and while quite irregular, was weak 
during the greater part-of the day, and declines 
are the rule this evening. The flurry in moncy 
yesterday encouraged some manipulation this 
morning, but it met with no success and the best 
rates obtained was seven per cent, while after the 
abandonment of efforts to get higher rates, it sank 
back to as lowastwo. The Reading excitement was 
entirely stifledand relieved from this incubus the 
market showed a marked inclination to rally, and 
opening figures were generally from %to 4% per 
cent better than last evening’s figure and the room 
being generally in favor of arally,further fractional 
gains were scored in the first few minutes’ trading. 
The bears, however, had no intention of permit- 
ting any such movement, and casting around for 
a spot, Atchison was hit upon, as there was some 
selling for Boston account in stock. Rumors in 
regard tothe voting trust were circulated, but 
owing to the Reading episode yoting trusts are 
not in favor at present in Wall street, and both 
the success and probable failure of the plan were 
made excuses for selling the stock down. Its ex- 
treme decline was two per cent, and the stock was 
really the most active on the list, which was some- 
thing of a sensation, after the long period of stag- 
nation to which it bas been subjected. 

The suecess in Atchison encouraged further 
pressure upon coal stocks, and considerable liqui- 
dation was induced among the smaller bulls, 
who are tired of waiting for an _  ad- 
vance. The opinion of Chairman Walker, in 
regard to the Union Pacific’s northwestern alli- 
ance became known toward the close and resulted 
in selling that stock down a fractiou and had 
some effect upon the remainder of the list. 
Liquidation in Wisconsin Central made further 
progress and that stock was moderately weak 
throughout the day. 

The market was devoid of other features and 
was subjected to alternate periods of weakness and 
stagnation, the genera! drift of prices being al- 
most steadily ina downward reaction after the 
first rally. The unlisted department was as bare 
of features as the regular list, though sugar was 
moderately active and Illinois coal and coke con- 
tinued to creep up. 

Final changes are declines in all but a few cases, 
and Atchison shows a loss of 154, and Lackawana 
1 per cent, but the others are for fractional 
amounts only. Sales 182,000 shares.

“The outiook then for Sheffie'd is fine?” 

“No doubt about it. The Memphis and Charles- 
ton rai!road shops are now in process of construc 
tion. The capital stock of the Rolling Mill com- 

ny will soon be completed and work begun. The 
men at the head and managing this company are 
polite and courteous, of strong character and 
great business qualifications. They are building 
up not only a city that will compete with other 
cities, but one of the prettiest cities in our south- 
ern country.” 

The Age of Steel,in speaking of Sheffield, says: 

Sheffield, Ala., has enjoyed a year of prosperity. 
and is steadily gaining in weaith and population. 
The manager of the Land, Iron and coal com- 
pany secured before the close of last year, a num- 
ber of new enerprises which will give employ- 
ment to more than 1,000 new hands, and largely 
increase the population and importance of this 
thriving city. Among the enterprises under way 
are the.central machine shops of the Memphis 
and Charleston railway system. The contract for 
the works was let to Stevenson & Co., of Knox- 
ville, Tennessee, that for the grading and exca- 
vations to J. T. Crass. The shops will give em- 
ployment to 400 hands, and have to be completed 
in six months. 

A rolling mill company has been organized with 
@ capital of $200,000 and capacity to make 100 
tons of finished iron daily. The works are to be 
completed by June next. 

A contract hasalso been closed with the Hall & 
EBdwards Machine company, incorporated with a 
capital of $500,000. The company will remove 
their large plant from Ohio to Sheffield, and man- 
ufacture here all kinds of machinery, and make a 
specialty of electrical machinery of every kind. 
Their’s is the first establishment of the kind 
started inthe south. The capital of the company 
has al! been subscribed for, and twenty-five per 
cent of same paid in. The remainder will be 
called for as needed. This concern will give em- 
ployment to 125 trained mechanics. 

Repairs to the: Hattie Ensley furnace, No. 2, 
have been completed, and same will be blown in 
on 10th current. Furnace B,of the Cole plant, 
will likewise be put in blast by the middle of the 
gnonth. 

To the people of St. Louis the prosperity of 
Shefitield is a matter of growing interest, as the 
business relations between the two cities are in- 
creasing. Situated atthe head of navigation of 
the Tennessee river, there are now two lines of 
steamboats engaged in the transportation busi- 
ness between the two cities. Pig iron from Shef- 
field can be laid down in St. Louis at $1 to $1.50 
per ton cheaper than by rail. Similarly, merchants 
of St. Louis can ship their goods by water to 
Sheffield and are thus able to reach Birmingham 
and other markets in Alabama which before were 
closed to them on account of high freight rates.
